JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
The world united Friday to 
mourn Nelson Mandela, the 
iconie South African anti- 
apartheid hero, as the people 
of his beloved rainbow nation 
marked his passing iivith 
flowers, songs and dance 

President Jacob Zuma an- 
iiDunced a 1 D-day mounung 
penod for Mandela, the 
founding father of modern 
South Africa and its first 
blackleader, after he died late 
Thursday aged 95, sur¬ 
rounded by friends and fam¬ 
ily 

Barack Obama, America's 
first black president, will 
travel to Soutli Africa next 
week, the Wlute House said, 
j oining a raft □ f world leaders 
for a huge December 10 me¬ 
morial service. 

Mandela's body will he in 
state in Pretoria for tliree days 
after that b e fore he re c eives a 
state burial on December 15 
in his boyhood home of 
Qunu. 

Ordinary South Afiicans 
across the country poured out 
onto the streets in a not of 
colour, dance and song to cel¬ 
ebrate the life of their 
beloved ex-leader known af¬ 
fectionately as Madiba. 

In Cape Town, a crowd of 
thousands from all races and 
ages gathered for a multi- 
faith celebration at tlie site 
where Mandela made his first 
public speech after nearly 
three decades in apartheid 
jail. 


With two giant panels of 
Ins picture hanging from the 
aty hall, the sound of hymns, 
songs and prayers filled the 
air as did a round of chants 
with raised clenched fists that 
evoked Mandela's struggle 
for freedom 

■Tonight we stand in soli¬ 
darity as the people of Cape 
Town - - hi ack, wlute, 
coloured. Indian, all the reli¬ 
gions together,'^ said mayor 
Patricia De Lille. 

And as his compatriots 
paid lively and emotional 
tributes to the revered former 
statesman, admirers from all 
walks of life around the 
world lauded Mandela's 
legacy and remembered key 
moments in the great man's 
life. 

South Africa's archbishop 
ementus Desmond Tutu, a 
fellow Nobel prize winner, 
praised Mandela as an "in¬ 
credible gift that God gave 
us'. 

Fighting back tears. Tutu 
said his old fiiend was 'a um- 
fier from the moment he 
walked out of prison". 

Mandela spent 37 years in 
an apartlieid pnson before be¬ 
coming president and unify¬ 
ing his country with a 
message of reconciliation 
after tlie end of white minor¬ 
ity mle. He shared the Nobel 
Peace Prize witli South 
Afidca's last white president 
F.W. de Klerk, in 1993. 

Palestinians and Israelis, 
Beijing and tlie Dalai Lama, 


Washington and Tehran all 
paid heartfelt tnbute to Man¬ 
dela, describing lum as one of 
tlie towering figures of the 
20th century who inspired 
young and old witli his fight 
for equality 

Obama led the global roll 
call of commemorations. 

■We will not likely see the 
likes of Nelson Mandela 
again,' the US leader said. 
"He achieved more than 
could be expected of any 
man." 

Flags flew at half-mast in 
numerous countries, includ¬ 
ing the United States, France 
and Britain, and at the United 
Nations headquarters m New 
York 

In Paris, tlie Eiffel Tower 
lit up in green, red, yellow 
and blue to symbolise the 
South A fin can flag, while 
India declared five days of 
mounnng for a man the pre¬ 
mier labelled "a true Gand- 
Inan". 

And a Pans summit of 
some 4D Afincan leaders was 
overshadowed by Mandela's 
death An old associate, 
Afincan Union Commission 
president Nkosazana Dlamiiu 
Zuma, said Mandela 'was a 
son who became larger than 
tlie continent". 

Soutli African Foreign 
Munster Maite Nkoana- 
Mashabaiie said the best way 
to remember Mandela was to 
free the Afincan conlment of 
poverty, unrest and disease.

Obama to honor personal 
inspii'ation Mandela 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
When US President Eai'ack 
Obama joins a roll-call of 
world leaders at next week's 
memonals for late Soutli 
Afincan president Nelson 
Mandela he will honor a per¬ 
sonal inspiration. 

Many international states¬ 
men have been keen to asso¬ 
ciate tileniselves with the 
revered anti-c^jartlieid fighter, 
but Obama can cite a con¬ 
vincing precedent for claim¬ 
ing Mandela's influence. 

Amenca's first black pres¬ 
ident paid tnbute to Soutli 
Afinca's first democratic 
leader by penning the fore¬ 
word to Mandela's 201D 
essay “Conversations witli 
Myself." 


In his contribution, he de- 
scnbed how before and after 
his own election he had spo¬ 
ken several times with Man¬ 
dela and had admired his 
humanity as much as tlie 
symbol he had become. 

"Tliose are the moments 
when I am reminded that un- 
demeath the In story that has 
been made, there is a human 
being who chose hope over 
fear -- progress over tlie pns- 
ons of the past," Obama 
wrote. 

"And I am reminded tliat, 
even as he has become a leg¬ 
end, to Imow tlie man — Nel¬ 
son Mandela -- is to respect 
him even more." 

Writing 111 his own mem¬ 
oir, 'Dreams from My Fa¬ 
ther,' Obama described how 
he came to replace his absent 
African father with an ideal- 
rzed image inspired by civil 
rights and anti-coloural fig¬ 
ures. 

"It was into my father's 
image, tlie black man, son of 
Africa, that I'd packed all the 
attnbutes I sought in myself 
the attnbutes or Maitin and 
Malcolm, DuBois and Man¬ 
dela," he wrote.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Former US secretary of state 
Hillary Clinton on Fnday praised tlie life of Soutli Africa's 
late leader Nelson Mandela, whom she hailed as "a giant 
among us '" 

Clinton, who was accepting a prestigious human rights award 
in Waslnngton, focused on Mandela's death, saying Amen- 
cans and otliers should use Ins towenng moral autliority as a 
compass to improve conditions worldwide. 

■We meet on the day after the loss of a giant among us," said 
Clinton, who recalled how she first met Mandela in 1993 and 
again on subseq^uent occasions, including when she was 
Amenca's top diplomat. 

Mandela, who died at age 95, was "someone who hy the 
power of lus example demonstrated unequivocally how each 
of us can choose how we will respond to tliose injustices and 
gnevances, those sorrows and tragedies that afflict all of hu¬ 
mankind," she told hundreds of guests at a Capitol Hill cer¬ 
emony. 

Clinton became tlie first woman recipient of the Tom Lantos 
Human Pjghts Pnze, named after the HolocEiust survivor and 
US congressman who died in 3DD3. 

Clinton, fid, noted that Mandela and Lantos were both bom 
into oppression -- Lantos in Nasi-era Hungary, Mandela in 
apartlieid Soutli Africa -- and overcame "tlie worst that hu- 
mamty can offer." 

Tlieir commitment to human rights ti'anscended borders and 
inspired Clinton to embark on her quest to improve condi¬ 
tions for women around tlie world. 

■Secretaries of state come and go, but what remains is that 
profound commitment to making a difference, in whatever 
position we find ourselves," Clinton said 
Her audience listened closely for any lunt about her political 
future, with Clinton widely regarded as the leading Demo¬ 
cratic candidate in the 2016 presidential race 
Clinton, who in September indicated she was "not in any 
hurry^ to decide whether or not to nin, made no comment on 
the matter. 

Madeleine Albnght America's first female secretary of state, 
introduced Clinton as a human ri^its visionary but also sug¬ 
gested that there might be more to accomplish for tlie wuman 
who once occupied the Wlnte House as first lady. 

■She has shattered almost every glass ceiling," Alb nght said.

Even Syria's beleaguered 
president, Bashar al-Assad, 
ventured a homage on his of¬ 
ficial Facebook page, calling 
Mandela "a torch for the re¬ 
sistance and liberation from 
raci sni, hatre d, o ccup ati on 
and injustice" and "anmspi- 
ration for all the downtrod¬ 
den people of the wurLd". 

Mandela's passing ex¬ 
pected, but sad 

While the ailing fonner 
statesman's death had long 
been expected after a spate of 
hospitalisations, the an¬ 
nouncement came as a burst 
of searing sadness nonethe¬ 
less. 

Mandela had waged a long 
battle against arecumnglung 
infection and had been re¬ 
ceiving treatment at home 
since September fallowing a 
lengthy hospital stay 

Mandela's two youngest 
daughters were in London 
watclnng the premiere of his 
biopic ■Long Walk to Free¬ 
dom", along with Britain's 
Prince William, when they 
learned of his death. 

British actor Idns Elba, 
who portrayed Mandela in 
the film, said: "We have lost 
one of the greatest human be¬ 
ings to have walked tins 
E^th." 

Mandela's eldest grandson 
Mandla expressed gratitude 
for the international outpour¬ 
ing of support, saying the 
messages had "heartened and 
overwhelmed" the family 

Outside his house in the 
upmarket Houghton suburb 
and at Ins farmer residence in 
the once blacks-only town¬ 
ship of Soweto, scores of 
well-wishers danced and 
sang old songs of struggle to 
celebrate the man they lov¬ 


ingly call Madiba. His De¬ 
cember 10 memorial service 
will take place in a 9D,000- 
plus capacity Soweto sta¬ 
dium. 

^Terrorist' tui'ned icon 

Once considered a terror¬ 
ist by tlie United States and 
Britain for his support of vi¬ 
olence against the apartheid 
regime, at tlie time of Ins 
deatli he was an almo si unim¬ 
peachable moral icon 

Mandela's extraordinary 
life story, quirky sense of hu¬ 
mour and lack of bitterness 
towards Ins former oppres¬ 
sors ensured ^obal appeal for 
tlie charismatic leader. 

He spent 27years belnnd 
bars before being fi'eed in 
199D to lead the African Na¬ 
tional Congress (ANC) in ne¬ 
gotiations with the wlnte 
nnnonty rulers, winch culmi¬ 
nated m tlie first multi-racial 
elections in 1994. 

A victorious Mandela 
served a single term as presi¬ 
dent before taking up a new 
role as a roving elder states¬ 
man and leading AIDS cam¬ 
paigner. He retired from 
public life in 20D4. 

Bom in 1913, Mandela 
started a career as a lawyer in 
J oh ann esburg in p arall el with 
Ins political activism. 

He became commander o f 
the amied ^vmg of the then- 
banned ANC and underwent 
military training in Algeria 
and Etliiopia in the early 
196Ds 

He was arrested and sen¬ 
tenced to life in jail for sabo¬ 
tage in 1964. At his trial, he 
delivered the speech that was 
to become the mainfesto of 
tlie anti-apartheid movement. 

■During my lifetime, I 
have dedicated myself to this 
struggle of the African peo¬ 
ple. I have fought against 
wlnte donnnation and I have 
fought against black domina- 
tion. I have cherished the 
ideal of a democratic and free 
society" he said from the 
dock “ItIS an ideal for winch 


I am prepared to die.^ 

He served most of his sen¬ 
tence on Pm b ben Island, 
where he was held in spartan 
conditions. When he was fi¬ 
nally released on Feb m ary 
11, 199Q, he walked out of 
pnson with his fist raised 
alongside his then-wife Win- 
ine, 

Ex-pnsoner 46664 then 
took on the task of persuad¬ 
ing de Klerk to call time on 
tlie era of racist wlnte minor¬ 
ity mle

world' 

After the ANC won the 
country's first multi-racial 
elections, Mandela declared 
lus intention to establish "a 
rainbow nation at peace with 
Itself and the world". 

Cnlics said his five-year 
presidency was marred by 
cormplion and rising levels 
of crime. But his successors 
have never enjoyed tlie same 
levels of respect or affection. 

Mandela divorced his sec¬ 
ond isife Wimue in 1996 He 
found new love in retirement 
with Graca Machel, the 
widow of the late Mozambi¬ 
can president Sam ora 
Machel, whom he married on 
lus 30til birthday. 

Myanmar's own democ¬ 
racy icon Aung San Suu Kyi 
spoke of her "extreme gnef 
at the death of her fellow 
Nobel Peace Prize winner, 
who "made us understand 
that we can change the 
world^. 

Mandela is survived by 
three daughters, 13 grand- 
cluldren, nine gr eat-grand- 
cluldren and three 
step-grandcluldren. He had 
four step-cluldren through his 
marriage to Machel. 

His death has left lus fam¬ 
ily divided over lus wealth. 
Some of his children and 
grandchildren are locked in a 
legal feud with his close 
fiiends over alleged irregular¬

Polish

process 

WAF.SAW (AFP) - The Polish 
paiiiainenl on Friday look a 
step towards adopting a bill 
that would amplify tlie legal 
sex change process^ a proposal 
made by Poland's only trans¬ 
sexual lawmaker. 

Tlie bill passed tlie initial 
hurdle despite opposition from 
the conservative PtS party, 
wluch considers it anh-family. 
Sixteen lawmakers abslained 
while 19S voted for scrapping 
the draft legislation m its first 
reading 

The bill prop OSes to simplify 
the legal process for transsex¬ 
uals who want to change tlieir 
gender and to make it available 
to anyone aged 13 and over. 

*It‘s time tn acknowledge that 
transsexual and intersexual peo¬ 
ple exist," Grodska said Tues¬ 
day when introducing the bill 

"'Even if they are in die mi¬ 
nority we caiitrefiise them the 
right to live according to their 
own identity. It would be 
against tire constitution " 

The current legal process is 
leugtliy and psychologically 
painful, according to Polish 
ombudswoman Irena Lip owicz. 

It requires transsexuals to 
file a lawsuit against their p ar- 
ents for incorrectly reporting 
their gendei' at birth in civil 
registnes.

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Europe winter storm claims 10 lives 


BERLIN (AFP) - Icy winter 
storms with hum cane-force 
wmds Friday lashed northern 
Europe, where tlie death toll 
rose to 10 wlule hundreds of 
thousands suffered power 
blackouts and road, rail and air 
transport chaos. 

The latest known victim was 
an eldeily woman m noiUi-cen¬ 
tral Sweden who was friund 
dead in the snow outside her 
Sat, wearing only her di'esstng 
gown. 

Also m Sweden, a man was 
killed by a falling ti'ee Friday, 
and two Filipino sailors who 


were swept off a Dutch-re gis- 
tei'ed ship into freezing waters 
Tliursday remained unac¬ 
counted for, with the seai'cli 
called off. 

Atlantic storm "Xavei'", hav¬ 
ing barrelled across Britain, 
where two people died Tluirs- 
day packed winds of up to 15S 
kilometres (98 miles) per hour 
as it lashed Germany, also bat- 
lenng (he Netlierlands, Poland 
and soutliem Scandinavia. 

Across northern Europe, 
emergency services battled to 
evacuate flooded haibour 
ai'eas, sandbag sodden 00dykes 


and repair damage from top¬ 
pled trees that icrashed onto 
houses, highways, tram hacks 
and electricity lines. 

Blackouts hit 400,000 
households m Poland and af¬ 
fected 50,000 people in Swe¬ 
den and 4,000 homes in 
Germany, wlule thousands of 
air passengers were stranded as 
hundreds of flights were can¬ 
celled at Amsterdam, Berhn, 
Hamburg, Gdansk and other 
airports 

Tlie highest ocean sw'ells in 
decades -- wlupped up by the 
strong winds and a lai'ge tidal 


surge -- smashed mto dykes m 
northern Germany and the 
Netherlands, which however 
rep orted no maj or breaches 
Tliree people were killed m 
Poland when a hee crashed 
down onto their car near the 
northern town of Lembork, 
said firefighters' spokesman 
Bogdan Madej 
Tlie previous day in Britain, 
a lorry driver was killed when 
his veliicle toppled onto other 
cars in Scotland, while an eld¬ 
erly man riding a mobility 
scooter was shuck by a falliiig 
tree in Nottmgliamsliire, cen¬ 


tral England. 

Also Tluirsday a 72-year-old 
woman died m Denmark after 
strong winds tipped over her van. 

Despite tlie deaths and tur¬ 
moil, affected countries 
breathed a sigh of relief Fnd ay 
that the damage wasn't worse - 
- mindful of catastrophic floods 
tiiat hit North Sea countries in 
1953, when more than 2,000 
people died. 

Britain reported the worst 
tidal surge since that disaster, 
hut Eiivironiiient Agency 
spokesman Tim Coimell told 
the BBC tliat “tlie defences 
seemed to have held up well". 
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HIV returns in two US men 
after bone marrow 
transplants 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Signs of HIV have returned in 
two American men who ap- 
peai'eil to have briefly eradi¬ 
cated the virus after bone 
mari'ow transplants for cancer, 
US doctors said Friday. 

Experts said the discovery is 
a disappointment to efforts to 
find a cure for the human im¬ 
munodeficiency vims behind 
AIDS, but offers import ant 
new clues in tlie hunt for the 
disease's elusive hiding places 

Only one person is believed 
to have been cured of HIV 
American Timothy Brown, 
who suffered fi'om leukemia, 
received a b one maiTow trans¬ 
plant from a rai'e donor resist¬ 
ant to HIV and has shown no 
sign of the vims for six years. 

"Tlie return of delectible 
levels 0 f HIV in our patients is 
disappointing, but scientifi¬ 
cally sigmficant," said Timo¬ 
thy Heinrich, a 

physician-re searcher in the Di¬ 
vision of infectious Diseases at 
Brigham and Women's Hospi¬ 


tal m Boston. 

Hemiich first shared the 
news with fellow reseai'chers 
at an international AIDS con¬ 
ference in Miami on Thursday. 

Both HJV-posrtive men re¬ 
ceived bone marrow trans¬ 
plants as treatment for a kmd 
of blood cancer known as 
Hodgkin's lymphoma, one in 
20DS and the other in 2Q10. 

About eight months after 
their operations, HIV was no 
longer detectable. 

Tlie patients stayed on anti¬ 
retroviral therapy for while, 
but decided to cease taking the 
drugs earlier thi s year. 

In July, doctors announced 
early, encouraging results: one 
patient s^peared HIV-free after 
beriig off die dmgs for seven 
weeks and the other for 15 
weeks. 

But srgns of HIV soon re¬ 
turned. iTiey were foundrn the 
first patrent 12 weeks after 
stopprng therapy, and rn the 
second patient 32 weeks after 
stopprng therapy.

“Our work is for freedom 
for aif... it's ftme for new hands to lift the burdens, its in 
your hands now." The 46564 campaign has broadened 
its approach to heed Mandefa's caii, taking up issues of 
social injustice and to ensure his humanitarian legacy. 


PAPJS (AFP) - AIDS cam¬ 
paigners on Friday mourned 
the passrng of Nelson Man¬ 
dela. declaiing his stand 
against taboo and stigma had 
turned the tide against the 
killer disease 

“Nelson Mandela was a 
central figure in the AIDS 
moV em ent H e was mstmmen- 
tal inlaying the foundations of 
the modem AIDS response," 
said Michel Sidibe, head of the 
Joint UN Programme on 
HIV/AIDS, or UNAIDS 

"His actions helped save 
millions of lives and trans¬ 
formed health in Africa. He 
broke the conspiracy of silence 
and gave hope that all people 
should live witli dignity.'' 

Of Mandela's aclneve- 
ments, UNAIDS pointed to lus 
decision in 2005 to go public 
with the news that Ins own son, 
Makgatho, had died of AIDS- 
related causes. 

“His public revelation 
helped drive debate about HIV 
And hjs support to people liv¬ 
ing witli HIV helped to break 
down stigma and discrimina¬ 
tion," UNAJDS said in a press 
release. 

Tlie Global Fund to Fight 
AIDS, Tuberculosis and 
Malaria paid tribute to Man¬ 
dela's "special role" as a 
breaker of taboo 

‘While other political lead¬ 
ers denied or ignored tlie 
spread of Hiy causing severe 
damage by hindering the im¬ 
plementation of effective treat¬ 
ment, Mandela spoke opeidy," 
it said. 


The International AIDE So¬ 
ciety (IAS), whose confer¬ 
ences have spearheaded the 
wai' on AIDS and the human 


imniunodeficien>:y virus (HIV) 
that causes it, said the world 
‘has lost an extraordinary 
statesman and human being" 


"Mr. Mandela had the 
power to change heaits and 
minds, change policies and 
above all change the public's 
perception of the virus in the 
most affected region of suh- 
Salrara," said Berti'andAudoin, 
executive director of tire IAS. 

Failure to address the AIDS 
crisis in Ins coiuitry has been 
singled out as a weak spot in 
Mandela's record as the first 
president of post-apartheid 
South Afiica, fi'om 1934-1999. 

But after he left office, 
stung by awareness of the 
p 1 obi em, h e threw hims el f into 
combatting discnmination and 
ramping up access to life-sav¬ 
ing dmgs through Ins 46664 
Foundation, say activists. 

Franc Oise Baiie-Sinoussi, 
the Nob el-winning French sci¬ 
entist who co-discoveied Hiy 
recalled Mandela's speech to 
tlie International AIDS Confei- 
ence in 2000, wlii'± alerted tlie 
meeting to tlie tragedy unfold¬ 
ing m sub-Saharan Africa. 

"He said, 'This is tlie one 
event where every word ut¬ 
tered, every gesture made, has 


to be measured against the ef¬ 
fect it can and will have on the 
lives of millions'," she said. 

"As a direct result of Ins 
speech, motliei-to-clnld trans¬ 
mission in the region almost 
immediately became a pnonty 
and so did access to aiitiretro- 
viials. 

"I bave no doubt that his 
words that day did indeed save 
the lives of so many people 
and continues to do sd.“ 

South Africa's Treatment 
Action Campaign (TP^C), 
wlncli demanded that Man¬ 
dela's successor, Tliabo Mbeki, 
start distributing antiretrovirals 
to HlV-infected people, re¬ 
called when Mandela in 2002 
donned a wlnte T-shirt with tlie 
words "HIV Positive".

Tutu offers heartfelt 
Mandela tribute

CAPE TOWN (AFP) - South 
Africa's ai'chbishop emeritus 
Desmond Tutu made an emo¬ 
tional tribute to his late hieud 
Nelson Mandela on Friday, 
calling him an “mci'edible gift" 
to tlie nation, ti'anscendingrace 
and class. 

Speaking slowly and often 
on tlie verge of tears. Tutu said 
Mandela was "a unifier firom 
tlie moment he walked out of 
prison," after 27 yeai's beluud 
bars. 

"He taught us extraordinar¬ 
ily practical lessons about for¬ 
giveness, compassion and 
reconciliation." 

In a tribute delivered often 
with closed eyes, the visibly 
moved fellow Nobel Peace 
laureate who is seen as Soutli 
Africa's moral beacoa de¬ 
scribed Mandela as an "incred¬ 
ible gift diat God gave us". 

"We are relieved that Ins 
suffering is over but our relief 
IS strung in our grief We pray 
tliat he will rest in peace and 
nse in glory," Tutu said of tlie 
95-year-old's deatli on Thurs¬ 
day. 

But Tutu, known for Ins 
ft’aiiknesE even when it came 
to the nation's beloved icon, 
said Mandela was not without 
shortcomings. 

"Did he have weaknesses? 
Of course he did, among them 
Ins steadfast loyalty to Jus or- 
gainsation and to some of Ins 
colleagues who ultimately let 
him down, retaming in Ins cab¬ 
inet underperfomnng, frankly 
incomp etent ministers." 

This had ‘laid tlie seeds for 
greater seeds of mediocrity 
and cormpbhility tliat were to 
come‘, said Tutu, S 2. who fre¬ 
quently laments Soutli Afiica's 


post-democratic flaws 

Yet he dismissed fears of 
"doomsday and disaster" for 
South Aftica on the passing of 
the man who was bebnd the 
c Dim try's emancipation fiom 
white minority rule. 

"Some have suggested 
tliat... as he's gone our country 
IS going to go up in flames,* 
Tutu said. 

“Tins IS, I think, to discredit 
us South Africans, to discredit 
liis legacy. Tlie sun will rise 
tomorrow and the next day 
and tlie next. It may not jqipeai' 
as bnght as yesterday but life 
will carry on." 

Mandela spent his first niglit 
as a free man at Thtu's home in 
199Q and he told of poignant 
interactions with the leader. 

Impersonating Mandela's 
hademaik voice, he described 
how Mandela had organised 
someone to pay for a driver for 
Tutu after he had discovered 
tlie clergyman had driven him¬ 
self to his Johannesburg home 
for a lunch. 

"He cared, he really, really 
cai'ed," said Tutu, struggling to 
keep his composure. 

Calbiig on South Africans to 
follow Mandela's example and 
using his clan name urged 
them to "let Madiba's dream 
be our dream". 

He also offered ‘heartfelt 
sympathy" to Mandela's fam¬ 
ily and thanked them for shar¬ 
ing "Tata", or father as he was 
fondly blown. 

"Although we collectively 
claim him as tlie father of our 
nation and the p ain we feel is 
similar to that of losing a close 
relative, he was your hush and, 
your fatlier, your grandfaftier, 
y 0 ur great -gr and father."

Slippery clay 
intensified 
tsunami-quake 
in Japan 

TOKYO (AFP) - A thin layer 
of veiy fine clay with a consis¬ 
tency similar to some cosmet¬ 
ics made Japan's 
tsunami-causing eartliquake of 
2011 much more dramatic be¬ 
cause it acted as a lubncant, 
scientists say 

The narrow stiip of slippeiy,

WASHINGTON(AFP) - Tlie 
US Air Force has secretly de¬ 
veloped a new stealth drone 
for 1 0 ng-raiige re conn ai s s anc e 
missions fliat could be opera¬ 
tional by 3015, according to a 
report Friday in an industry 
magazine. 

Tlie unmanned drone, 
dubbed RQ-ISO, is currently 
m the testing phase at the top 
secret Groom Lake airbase in 
Nevada -- the mfamous "Area

ment when contacted by AFP 

The new aircraft was report¬ 
edly built by Northrop Gru- 
mann, tlie company belund tlie 
Global Hawk and flie X-47B 
drones, winch landed on air 
craft earners for the first time 
this summer. 

The US company may have 
obtained in 20OS a secret con¬ 
tract on tlie order of $2 billion 
to develop the latest drone, ac¬ 
cording to Aviation Week 

An arbstic rendering of flie 
RQ-ISQ on the cover of the 
magazine shows a craft with 


stnking resemblance to the X- 
47E, in particular in lack of 
rear stabilizer and its so-called 
"batwing" shape. 

It was developed for intelli¬ 
gence, surveillance and recon¬ 
naissance (ISR) missions,, but 
"could also be capable of elec¬ 
tronic attack missions," the 
magazine said 

“It IS similar in size and en¬ 
durance to tlie Global Hawk," 
which can fly for 24 hours up 
to 1,200 nautical miles (2,OOQ 
kilometers) from its base 

A first generation of un¬ 
manned aircraft, the non¬ 
steal thy Reapers and Global 
Hawks, were used in 
Afghanistan and Iraq, huttliey 
were deemed too vulnerable

Gennany encountered Ghana 
in the group phase of the last 
World Cup, winmiig 1-0 m Jo¬ 
hannesburg, and ovacame 
Portugal by the same scoreline 
at Euro 2012 With a squad
